W ith the action of these recent leg­ 
islatu res, all of the state in the Union 
except five impose gasoline taxes.

It will be seen that while the 
states which levy no gasoline taxes are 
few, they em brace a very large part of 
the motor vehicle u sers of the cou ntry. 
The m otor

registration

five states at the end of 1924 was as 
follows:

The total motor vehicle registration 
of these five states that are withou t 
gasoline taxes

while total 
motor 
vehicle registration of all of the states

I.n other words, states 
that have more than one-fifth of the 
motor vehicles in the cou ntry are still 
withou t gasoline taxes. 
The highest gasoline tax in America 
is levied by Sou th Carolina, which at 
the recent session of its legislatu re In­ 
creased the rate 
from three 
to five 
cnts per gallon. 
Prior to the Tate legsdatu res only 
cu e sta te —Ark ansas, had a 4 cent rate. 
Now North ^irolina and Nevada have 
a fou r cent tax and nu merou s 
other 
states have moved the rate u p to three 
cents. 
It is an interesting fact that no state 
has ever repealed a gas tax law and 
no state lies ever redu ced the am ou nt 
of the gas tax after enacting su ch a 
law. 7 he constant tendency is to in­ 
crease the tax. 


The federal bu reau of pu blic roads 
does not ventu re 
an 
opinion 
as to 
w hether the gas tax is good or bad 
Tu t 
it 
is 
convinced 
that 
the 
tax 
has come to stay.' It does have a very 
strong conviction that w hatever the 
tax is levied the proceeds shou ld be 
u sed on the hghways, either for con- 
stru cton or maintenance, and shou ld 
not be covered into the general fu nd, 
as is the practice in some states. 
For 
instance, the Pennsylvania law* pro­ 
vides that 75 per cent of the proceeds 
of the 2 per cent gas tax imposed in 
that state shall be converted into the 
goneraJ fu nd of the state 
treasu ry. 
Du ring the year, 1924, 
the 
Pennsyl­ 
vania gas tax yielded the large su m o? 
$9.089,541. 
In North Dak ota the entire 
collection from the 2 cent gas tax goes 


into the general fu nd. 
In Georgia 
and Sou th Carol na oae-third of the 
proceeds and in Montana fou r-fifths 
goes into the general fu nd of the state 
trewmiy. 
In Texas one-fou rth of the 


i vvenu e from the 1 ceu t gasoline tax is 
devoted to su pport of the free pu blic 
schools. 
Perhaps the most novel dis­ 
position of gas tax fu nds i3 in New 
Mexico, where part of 
the receipts 
from that sou rce are u sed to m aintain 
state fish hatcheries. 
It is argu ed by officials of the bu reau 
of pu blic roads 
that motor 
vehicle 
ownm s and u sers are mu ch more recon 
cited to the paym ent of the gasolne 
tax if they k now that the money it 
costs them will be devoted to improve­ 
r s it, and u p-to-date m aintenance of 
the roads they u se.

of that fact is look ed u pon as a sort of 
palliative

Heav y losses of ag ed ewes which 
lamb early In the spring under shed 
conditions are due chiefly to faulty 
nutrition and lack of sufficient ex ­ 
ercise, and can easily be prev ented. 
According to observ ations by l)r. W. T. 
Huffman, v eterinary insix eetor of the 
federal bureau of animal industry , and 
Dr. J. S. Dade, inspector in charg e for 
the Idaho hoard of sheep commission­ 
ers, these losses which in the past hav e 
been 
especially 
serious 
in 
Idaho—- 
where many early lambs are raised— 
are likely to occur In other states this 
y ear, because of the mov ement of ag ed 
ewes into those states. 
’The ailment 
is of peculiar nature not fully under­ 
stood ev en by some sheepmen of long 
ex perience or by many v eterinarians. 
In recent y ears sheep owners in 
Idaho hav e lost from 10,(XK) to 20,000 
sheep some seasons, the losses being 
scattered In such a manner as to prov e 
conclusiv ely that the sy stem of man­ 
ag ement rather than any infection is 
the cause. Moreov er, the mortality oc­ 
curs almost entirely among ewes liv e 
y ears old or more, and about 00 per 
cent of these are carriers 
of twin 
lambs, the remainder carry ing well- 
dev eloped sing le lambs. The losses of 
lambs added to the mortality of the 
ewes make a heav y drain on the re­ 
sources of the av erag e outfit. 
Da n g e r Pe rio d . 
Losses in Idaho hav e occurred chief­ 
ly during the latter part of February , 
beg inning about the 20th, until the 
middle of March, by which time most 
of the early lambs are born. The early 
sy mptoms are loss of appetite, im­ 
paired v ision, stag g ering g ait, twitch­ 
ing of muscles of head and ears, 
d r o o l ­ 
ing , and a desire to he alone. 
Later 
the ewes dev elop paraly sis and coma, 
probably the result of autointox ica­ 
tion. 
Affected 
animals 
present 
a 
pitiable condition and ev en after the 
adv anced stag es are noted may liv e 
for sev eral day s. 
The heav iest losses 
hav e occurred in y ears of poor hay 
crops and formerly were attributed to 
poisoned hay . 
The present knowledg e of shed-lamb­ 
ing losses indicates the cause to be 
close confinement coupied with too 
heav y feeding . 
The remedy is ex er­ 
cise and the feeding of a balanced ra­ 
tion, with an ample water supply , of 
course, all practiced for at least 
3b 
day s before lambing . 
The 
ailment 
is 
no 
respecter of 
breeds, all being affected in about equal 
deg ree, thoug h observ ation shows that 
cross-bred ewes hav e the g reatest mor­ 
tality from this cause. 
The ex plana­ 
tion of this fact is the g reater propor­ 
tion of twin lambs which cross-bred 
ewes produce. Another striking obser­ 
v ation is that ewes which, while in the 
affected condition, g iv e birth to lambs 
v ery often recov er. The ailment is as­ 
sociated entirely with lambing early 
under shed conditions, and with ex ces­ 
siv e supply of nutriment. 
The long er 
the ewes are fed on a ration which 
furnishes too larg e an amount of nutri­ 
tion, the g reater is the likelihood that 
the ailment will appear, 
on the other 
hand, sheep which hav e been on rang e 
until a short time before lambing and 
hav e 
had 
abundant ex ercise, ev en 
thoug h fed nothing 
but 
hay , 
hav e 
shown no losses from this cause. In a 
ease where a band of 3(H) old ewes was 
div ided* among sev eral ranch sheep­ 
men, three lots, fed hig h and receiv ing 
little ex ercise, suffered a 20 per cent 
loss. 
One lot, whose owner used the 
prev entiv e 
measures 
described, suf­ 
fered no mortality . 
Re su lts o f Tre a tm e n t. 
Owing to the rapidity with which the 
ailment attacks susceptible animals, 
treatment is of doubtful v alue. 
In 
some ¿uses, the disease has been diag ­ 
nosed 
as hemorrhag ic septicemia and 
prev entiv e treatment applied to the 
rest of the hand, hut as the ailment 
had already run its course among the 
susceptible animals, the apparent ar­ 
rest of mortality was a misleading re­ 
sult. 
The present profitable condition of 
the sheep Industry , In g eneral, has re­ 
sulted in the retention of many ag ed, 
broken-mouthed ewes which still bring 
good prices. Many of these hav e been 
sold to corn belt breeders and feeders, 
for w h o s e benefit the foreg oing obser­ 
v ations are larg ely presented.

Feeding Av ailable Milk 
for Profitable Results 
On a g ood many farms some milk. 
Is av ailable for the feeding of the 
lay ing hens. 
A common question is 
whether this milk should be fed as 
soon as it is separated or whether it 
should he fed soured. 
Sour 
milk is preferred 
to sweet 
milk for chickens. The important rea­ 
sons are that it can he fed in one form 
and therefore not cause bowel trouble 
that one would 
hav e with feeding 
sweet milk and then sour as is apt 
to occur from the feeding of sweet 
milk. 
Sour milk uiso has a beneficial 
effect on account of Its lactic acid 
content. 
In the winter time it is 
sometimes difficult to sour the milk. 
This can be ov ercome by leav ing it in 
a warm place and adding a femall 
quantity of sour milk to the warm, 
fresh, skim milk. 
This acts as 
a 
starter. 
Care should he taken to keep the 
buckets and 
drinking utensils clean 
and sweet ev en though sour milk Is 
fed.
